REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS,

Francis Bret Harte. Published by Fields,
Osgood & Co. Philadelphin Agents: J, B.
Lippincett & Co.

All of the stories and sketohes contained

in this little volume have, wa beliave, been
published in The Overland Monthly, of
which Mr, Harte is editor, and many of them
have boen extensively copied by the news.
papers, and have achieved a great popu.
Inrity in all sections of the country. We are
glad to see these sketches, and are pleased to
see thom collected in a book form that will
give them a permanent place in literalure
that they oould searcely enjoy while floating
around in the newspapers, for two rensons—
they are intrinsically good in themselves and
eminently worthy of an even groater popularity
than they have attained, and they point very
plainly to the right path for American an-
thors to tread if we are to have a distinctively
Amerioan literature. Mr, Harte is a master
of the very rare art of writing a good short |
story. All of the aketehes in this book are
short, and yet they say all that need be said,
and they apparently exhaust their subjects.
Their chief merit, however, is that they show
the power of a trae artist to detect the latent
postry that exists in the most unpromising
subjects, and they are undeniably the finest
sketches of the rough life of the gold dig-
gings that have ever been given to the world.
Other writers have essayed the same line
of subjects, but they have eithoer drawn npon
their imaginations or have contented them-
selves with mere descriptions of the outward
characteristios, and few if any have attempted
to go below the surface in search of the finer
qualities of human nature that underlie even
the ronghest exteriors. This, however, is
the great merit of Mr. Harte's stories, and
while, with the instinet of a poet,
he keeps in the background the most offen-
sive features of his subjects, his sketches are
nevertheless true to life, and they are charae-
terized by a mingling of hunmor and pathos
that accounts in a large measure for their
popularity. They are liked, however, by the
mass of the readers because they are em-
phatically American in subject and treatment:
thoy smell of the soil, and they suggest un-
limited opportunities for writers who will study
the humanity that surrounds them, and put
it in their works, instead of adopting Dickans,
Thackeray, George Eliot, or Charles Reade
for their models. ‘‘The Luck of Hoaring
Camp,"” from whioh the book takes its title,
is one of the best of the series, but all ars so
very good that it is impossible to declare a
preference, and wo commend them to our
readers with far greater cordiality than we
do most of the current fiction of the day.

J. B. Lippincott & Co. also send us ‘‘Henry
Courtland; or, What a Farmer Can Do,” by
A. J. Cline. The object of this story appears
to be to glorify the vecupation of the farvmoer,
and with such a worthy object in view wae
regret that the author did not produce a more
entertaining narrative,

Vidoeq, edited by Franklin Eliot Norton.
This work commences with the attempted
assassination of Revenune Detective Officer
James J. Brooks, and gives the varions
operations of the whisky ring in various parts
of the country; the performances of the gold
ring, with an account of the great gold panie
in Wall street in last S8eptember, and various
other matters of interest, The book appears
to bave been compiled entirely from the
columns of the newspapers, and much of it is
put together in a very clumsy manner. So
far as the secrets of the internal revenue are
concerned, we discover nothing 1n it that has
not already been made public, and we find
very little to commend except the fact that
it gives a mass of information about the
matters of which it treats in a more compact
shape than could be obtained elsewhere.

—“Minnesota as it is in 15870,”" by J. W,
McClurg, of St, Paul, Minnesota, is a very
complete description of a State that is appa-
rently destined to become one of the most
prominent in the whole Union. The Northern

—Rev. Thomas 8. Yocum, Inte of this city,
has been ealied to the rectorship of Chrisg
Eplscopal Church, Clneinnatl, as the successor
of the Rev. W. A. Baively,

—The Rev. J. J, A, Morgan, formorly pastor
of the Presbyterian church at 8outhampton, and
for some years a teacher at Hempatead, was
ordalned a dencon in the Eplscopal church at
Brooklyn last week.

—At the Inte Eplscopal Visitation at Colum-
bus, Oblo, Blsholl Bedell stated that between
Columbus and Marietta there Is no Episcopal
church, except at Lancaster: and belween Ma-
rletta and Ironton there are but two small
churches, one nt Pomeroy, aud the other at
Gallipolis.

Shore of Virginia.

THE MORMONS,

—A convention of the Godbe-ite Mormon Re-
form party was held April 6, 7, and 8, in Balt
Lake City, by which Messrs. Godbe and Har-
rison were chosen councillors to the First Presi-
dency, and Messrs, Kelsey and Shearman as two
of the Twelve apostles, The meetings were
largely attended.JiliThe new movement takes the
pume of “The Church of Zion." Its firat Bun-
day school was organized February 20, This
party takes ground against resisting the National
Government op the guestion of polygamy; and,
though its leaders diaupxmvc of portions of the
“Cullom bill," they hold that polygamy has be-
come materinlized to such an extent in Utah as
to produce a proper reaction, and that the prac-
tice should be nbandoned. They say that, while
the *“Josephite" movement is directed towards
extreme lterallsm in the interpretation of the
Mormon Seriptures, allowing no further revela-
tion, theirown movement Is the protestol the
free reason against Brigham Yeung.

FREE RELIGLONIATS.

—For some time the objectors against the
plan of organizing the right wing of Unitariun-
ism have seemed to have It all their own way,
We see, however, that Dr, B, P. 8tebbing, in the
Liberal Christian, once more defends the plan.
He and others at first used the organization of
the left wing as Free Rcll{:luuiaw ns an argu-
ment why they ghould do the same. The answer
was made that this association is not composed
of Uniwrians, a8 such, but iocludes many out-
glde of the denomination: and that, if the mem-
bers of the right wing wished to combine in
slimilar way, it should be with any who accept
the supernaturalism of the Bible.

BAPTIST,

—The National Baptist priots long tables of
Baptist statistics, from which we learn that lasg
sear the number of associntions increased from
i.m to 728; of churches from 12,015 to 15,148; of
ordained ministers from 8605 to 8787; of bap-
tiems from 60,787 to 70,17%; and of members
from 1,141,088 to 1,221,849. This shows that
the Baptists have 100,000 more members in full

connection than the Methodists. But it
must be remembered that the Sosthern
Baptists are now uniled with their
Northern  brethren, while the more

complete ecclesinstical system of the Methodiats
Las Kept the dissevered bodles npart. Waere the
other lmmerglng churches, as the Freewll! Ba[;
tists, with thelr 60,001 members; the Beven

Day Baptists. with their 7836 members: the Dis-
ciples (Com muim?, with thelr 500,000 mem-
bers, and the Winebrenparians, with thelr 80,-
000,10 be counted lnwith the regular Baptlsts, it

wounld give a tolal of 1,826,421 mombers. The
Methodiet branches have about 2,135,000 mem-
bors. The daptist strength Is groatest in Georgrin,
whera they have 1478 churches, with an ave-
rage of 70 members; and in Virginia, where 704
churches have 107,584 members, an averace of
150 members, Now York has 100,502 mom rers;
Kentucky, 88,177, North Carolina, 76,10; 11li-
nols, 50 5856; Massachusetts, 89,851; and Rhode
Island (the birthplace of the demomination),
0110, Thelr Bunday Bchools last year reported
447.047 puplls,  Thelr 8 general socleties raport
#7061, 707 recelpts; but, as toe largestsnm, §874, 100,
waa most of it from the salea of the Pablication
Boclety, it is impossible to tell what were the
exact contributions. The Forelgn Missionary So-
clety received §190,808, and the Home Mlission
Boclety #144,0832, If the average, leaving out
the sales, comes up to only about 80 centa
for each member, it must be remembered that
more thun half of this membership I8 io the
South, where it Is malnly composed of colored
}mn e, and where the misslanary socleties have

inrdly begnn toappeal. OFf other parts of the
world, Capada bas 4387 Baptist members,

Europe 956,028 (mainly in England and Wales),
Asin 18,740 (mainly Karens), Afriea 1216 (malinly
Liberinns), the Weat Indjes 19,544, and Austra-
Insin 2410—making a total of 542 282, not much
more than one quarter of the number in this
country.

—The Baptist Edueational Conventlion held
last weok in Brooklyn was well attended by tho
‘mhli('. nnd addressea were made by the loading
taptist edueators of the country,

UNIVERSALISM.

—The Christian Leader complains that not a
single religious paper has published its figures
